THE TOMB AND THE KING. 
MYSTERY STILL UNSOLVED. 
TUTANKHAMEN AND HIS TIMES,” 


The following article ( 7'ke Times snys) has 

on written in reply to many vequests for 
as exact an account as is possible the Jife 
and personality of the Pharaoh whose name 
haa become a household word since his fom’ 
with its marvellous treasures, was discoverct 


J by Lord Carnarvon and Mr, Howartl Carter. 


Avast amount of the world’s literature 
on Egypt has been rendered out of date by 
tho discoveries of Lord’ Carnarvon and Mr, 
Carter. All books, especinily, that deal in 
a general way with the subject of Mazyp- 
tian art will have to rewritten. 
But the direct light thrown on his- 
tory—vven on the contemporary cvents 
of  Tutankhamen’s reign—is 40 _ far 
negligible: There aro fentures which 
suggest new theories about the persanality + 
of the King himself, about his relationship 
to the “heretic” religion and other- matters; 
but the non-discovery of any papyri, with 
the scantiness of the inscriptions and the 
rough, apparently hasty, c' ter of ‘the 
mural decorations—themselves confined to 
the sepalchral chamber itself—make the 
amount of positive information gleaned very 
slight. More may come. There is much yet 
to be investigated: but-it is oxtraordinary 
that, while Tutankhamen’s name has become 
uw household word all over the civilized 
world, wo still know almost nothing ,of the 
ian hinself. We are equally ignorant of. 
his origin, the precise date ‘of his accession, 
the length of his reign and of all its ifcidents, 
and of the time and manner of his deuth. 
What we do know is that his reign marked 
the close of, perhaps, the most interesting 
and picturesque episode not only in Egyptian 
but in all ancient history. : 

Under the Pharaohs of the Eighteenth 
Dynasty, chiefly through the military prow- 
easof Thutmose (Thothmes) IIL, the 
Egyptian Empire reached the zenith of its 
iglury: but fifty years after the desth of that 
great warrior-king—that is, by the begin- 
ning of the fourteenth century B.C_—under 
his less vigorous successors, signs of trouble 
were alrendy showing themselves on ‘the 
borders of his wide dominions: Tho trouble 
was not,- apparently, yet serious when 
Amenhotep IL]. died in 1375, to be anceced- 
ed by his son. A strong hand, however, was 
needed;.and fate so willed it that the next 
occupant of the throne wus to be no soldier, 
but a poet and a man of dreams. 


THE HELETIC SINC. 


No chapter of Egyp’ian history iy better 
known than that w ta tells.the story of the 
Heretic King. Physically a weakling, 
almost defurmed, geutle-hearted, dovoted 
to his wife and family and a lover 
of created things, “ Amenhotep. IV. 
deserted the religon of his fore-fathers, he 
detbroned tho’ great God. Amen and all 
the old Panthedn,' and 
up the ‘worship of the One God, Aten, 


beneticent and omnipresent. For. purposes | hard 


of worship Aten was personified as the Sun, 
but tho king himself struggled to make it 
plain that the true Deity was not the Sun 
itself, but the vital forco rexiding in the 
Sun's creative ‘warmth; and it is difficult

than that. In elaborating the new religion 
he built up the ite of a faith which in 
many ways fore-shulowed Christianity with 
extriordinary closeness, In .its entirety 
Aten worship was infinitely morp beautiful

by man, of which we have knowlege, at so 
early n-date. : pa F 1 

In zeal for his new religion he changed his 
own name (dropping from it the name of the 
old God Amen eabstituting the new Go | Aten) 
from Ainen-hotep to [khu-Aten. His capital 
city of Thebes was soaked in aud dominated 
by the ancient cult, the priesthood of Amen 
being, next to the “Pharaoh ‘himself, the 
grcatest power in the Staté. So he deserted 
‘Thebes and, further down the Nile, , built

_| himself a new and wonderful capital, devoted 


entirely to the worship of the new God, the 
City of the Horizon, where what we know as 
Tell-cl-Amarna is now. Hither he transferred 
lis Court, and here he lived his life on-

Those 
who accept this place the interval between 
[khnaten and Horemheb at’ considerably 
more than eight years. Also there is one 
enqually good piece of evidence which at 
least suggests that ° Tutankhamen was 
Tkhnaten’s brother. In that case he was 
much more than-a Eoy—probably over 
twontyrewhen he came to the throne, and 
prust have been nearer thirty than eighteen 
when he died. The most that can be said is

SOME SOLID FACTS. o 


Amid all this perplexity, however, ecrtain 
solid facts there ‘nre that we can grasp. 
Tt was Tutankhamen who finally reverted 
from the monotheisti; worship of Aten 
back to that of Amen and tho old gods. 
Hiss name, once more, tells the story. 
When he came ‘tothe throne he was Tut- 
ankh-Aten; but, reversing the process of 
Tkhn-Aten, ho changed ‘it to Tut-ankh 
Amen. Also he deserted the City of -the 
Horizon and brought his capital back to 
Thebes. We call well believe that in tho 
tuin which the new religion had brouglit 
upon the Empire, the people, rejected 
it and yearned for the old gods. . Cer- 
tainly the priesthood of Amen would: have 
used all their power to stir the ple. to 
rebellion against Aten, and all the deep-’ 
rooted influence of Thobes would have been 
with them. Whether from conviction. or, 
from policy, Tutankhaten purged himself of 
the lovely bat banoful heresy and gave the 
people ull their old idols to worship. Not 
only that, he set himself with vigour to 
prove his -zeul.

Tho text of the Federal Trade Comniis- 
sian’ report; .published’ on March 29th, 
detail, (writes the Daily Telegraph's New 
York correspondent), to substantiate tha 
charge, that Rr:tish and Dutch interests, 
while securing centro! of large oil pro- 
pertics in the United States, diveriminat-+ 
cd in their own’ territories against Ame- 
rican oil interests, " 

The Commission’s report is apparently 
based chiefly on Consular reports and ex- 
tracts from the alleged orders of foreign 
Governments that prospecting and mining 
leases “be granted ‘only to their own 
nationals, Considerable space ‘is also 
given to what is termed the world-wido 
grip which the Royal Dutch-Shell ,Com- 
pany hag upon oi! production, and the 
fact that out cf total . production of 
472,183,000 barrels in’ the United States. in 
3921, the Roya] BGutch-Shell producéd 
9,032,000 barrels. It is pointed ont that 
the world production of oil in 1921 was 
765,063,000 barrels, of which the Roya! 
Dutch produced $4,033,000, and the Com- 
mission quotes an extract from the com- 
pany's annual report urging its agents 
ndt to be outstripped in the struggle ta 
obtain new: territory, On. such slender 
material the Commission bases the aweep~ 
ing claim that’ the Government, of 
Britain, France,’ The Netherlands, and 
cther countries.are practising’ restrictive 
meastjres in not according equa! rights 
to American citizens.

In tho past 
it bas been the custom" for many owners 
to buy directa from Manchuria at big 
prices. thus in 1 mensuro depriving the| 
small owner of a, reasonable. chance of 
success.
